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DETAILED ACTION 



Double Patenting 



1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Lorigi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1,1 30(b).

2. Claims 1, 5-1 1 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,495,792. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
the pinching tools and pressing tool in the present appUcation is obvious, since U.S Patent No. 
'792 had already disclosed having rollers or forming pieces to accommodate in the changing of 
the tube's diameter. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

4. Claims 1,5-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hellman, Sr. 

(US 4,995,549). 

Hellman , Sr. disclose the method for welding a tube round by acting upon an individual 
tube round at a plurality of points on its circumference by pinching tools that are individually 
susceptible to power assisted adjustment essential towards the longitudinal axis of the tube round 
so as to bring the edges of the tube round into contact with each other to effect the initial 
positioning of the edges to be welded. The step further providing a plurality of sets of pinching 
tools along the length of the tube round. The adjustable elements are formed by those rollers of a 
roller ring surrounding the tube round which are located near the edges (figures, col. 4, lines 4- 



5. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The prior arts of record fail to teach an initial positioning in the edge region includes 
dipping a dressing tool into the tube and gradually withdrawing the dressing tool.
